AFLOAT AT (LAST 



Overwhelmed With Kindness Till 
the Steamer Left Britain's 
Shore. 



Montreal, Dec. 12. — The Star's London 
cable says: 

" The Canadians got a magnificent 
send-off to-day as they were embarking 
on the steamer Lake Champlain at 
Liverpool. Thousands of people were 
on the landing stage, and the cheering 
was continuous. The band played "Sol- 
diers of the Queen " and " The Maple 
Leaf." 

The Lord Mayor, the Bishop of Liver- 
pool and many distinguished citizens 
were present. The Lord Mayor delivered 
a stirring speech and was followed by 
the Bishop. 

" Col. Otter responded, amid rousing 
cheers, speaking from the deck. It: was 
a fitting close at Liverpool of the series 
of magnificent demonstrations."

Count Von Bulow Intimates 
|V1r. Kruger Would Not Take 
Polite Hint. 

Denies That Treaties With Great 
Britain Had Secret 
Clauses. 



ARGUMENT CONCLUDED. 

Judgment Reserved in Manitoba Prohi- 
bition Case. 

Winnipeg, Dec. 12. — (Special) — Argu- 
ment on the legality of the Manitoba 
Prohibition Act was concluded today, 
when tlie judges reserved judgment until 
next term. The appeal will then lie car- 
ried to the judicial committee of the Im- 
perial Privy Council. 



London, Dec. 12.— Forty-one proclam- 
ations of Lord Roberts' have been pub- 
lished. They have been mostly summar- 
ized previouHly in tlie newspapers. The 
last one, dated November 18, says: 

"As there appears to be some misun- 
derstanding as regards tlie burning of 
farms, tlie Commander-in-Chief wishes 
the following to be the lines upon which 
general officers commanding are to act: 
No farm in to be burned except for an 
act of treachery, or when our troops tiro 
fired on from the premises, or as punish- 
ment for the breaking of the telegraph) 
or railway, or when used as bases of 
operations for raids, and then only withi 
tlie direct consent .of the general officer 
commanding. The mere fact that a. 
burgher is absent on commando is in no- 
ncconut to be used as n reason for burn- 
ing his house. All cattle, wagons and. 
food stuffs are to be removed from all. 
farms. If that is impossible, they are 
to be destroyed, whether the owner is 
present or not." 

Berlin, Dec. 12. — In the reichstag. to- 
day the imperial chancellor, Count von 
Bulow, referring to the complaints: 
which have arisen on account of Em- 
peror William's failure to receive Mr, 
Kruger, went lengthily again into tin}, 
reasons for the non-reception of Mr. 
Kruger, covering new grounds in: a 
statement which he made as to the rela- 
tions between Germany and Great Brit- 
ain. He said the announcement that; 
Mr. Kruger was coining was made 24, 
or at most -IS, hours before leaving for 
Berlin, Up to that moment it had been, 
thought that Mr. Kruger would go from 
Paris to Holland. The Chancellor add- 
ed: 

"We apprised him courteously and con- 
siderately, through the Paris embassy 
and Dr. Leyds, that the Emperor re- 
gretted he was not in a position to re- 
ceive him. Notwithstanding this, Mr. 
Kruger started. Fie was told again at 
Cologne, in the most considerate terms, . 
that: the Emperor was unable to see him., 
him." 

Count von Bulow repudiated the sug- 
gestion was due to any wish or proposal 
from tlie Britisli court or government to 
tlie Emperor or to himself. "For the 
Emperor," he said, "only German na- 
tional eonsiderations were authoritative. 
If family relations or dynastic consid- 
erations influenced the foreign policy, I 
would not remain minister another day.*' 
Continuing, the Chancellor said the An- 
glo-German agreement of 1S98 did not' 
contain a provision relating to war be- 
tween Great Britain and the South Af- 
rican republics, and the Yang Tse and 
Samoan agreements had no secret clans- 
en. When the Emperor in 1890 sent the 
telegram to Mr. Kruger, there -was no- 
question of war between the states. It 
was a matter of a filibustering expedi- 
tion. The Chancellor did not repudiate 
the telegram whereby the Emperor gave 
a correct expression of his righteous feel- 
ing regarding international law. The- 
Emperor did not intend to determine- 
German policy for ever, by that tele- 
ram. The Chancellor added: "I com- 
mit no diplomatic indiscretion in sayiug- 
thut the reception of that telegram out- 
side of Germany left no doubt that 
in the event of conflict with Great 
Britain in South Africa, England would 
have to rely solely on her own 
strength." 

Baron von Richthoffen, secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, referring to the- 
expulsion of the Boers, said that in many- 
cases it has been unjustifiable both as- 
to cause and manner and contrary to the 
principles of international law, and an 
expression of this view had been made 
in London. 

On the other hand, Germans who have 
been lighting side by side with the Boers- 
have not met with a happy lot. They 
have been dismissed without pay and' 
told: " We did not invite you." 

Prior to Count von Billow's speech, 
Dr. Hasse, the Pan-German leader, 
sharply criticized the failure of the 
government to receive Mr. Kruger. 
While admitting that Germany could 
not adopt any other position than one of 
neutrality, lie thought the government 
should avoid the appearance of breaking 
neutrality in favor of England. He re- 
ferred to the services done Britain' by a 
German ship in South African waters,, 
and complained further that the manner 
of the refusal to see Mr. Kruger had' 
wounded German sentiment. He added 
that the English thought they could' 
give Germany a treatment different to 
that extended to other nations, claiming 
tTiat English officers had treated Ger- 
mans scandalously in South Africa, sny- 
ing of them, "They are only Germans," 
whereas they treated Frenchmen and' 
even Greeks well. 

Alluding to the Emperor William's re- 
cent speech, he asked: "How does this 
agree with that proud expression, 'Civis 
Homanus sum' CI am n Roman citizen')? 
He sarcastically contrasted the non-re- 
ception of Mr. Kruger with the recep- 
tion extended to Mr, Cecil Rhodes in 
Berlin, 

After tiie Imperial '"Chancellor had' 
spoken, nerr Bebel asked him whether 
Emperor William's message that lie 
"could -.\nt receive now" meant an abso- 
lute refusal, or that he would receive 
Mr. Kruger later. Count von Bulow did 
not reply.

The negotiations | 
should not be entrusted to Sir Alfred I 
Milner, the British high commissioner, 
(who was an object of almost universal 1 
distrust, including at least half tho 
Queen's subjects in South Africa. 

Mr. Wm. St. .Tohn Broilerick, the sec- 
retary of war, hotly challenged the state- 
anentB about Sir Alfred Milner. -He de- 
clared that -whatever else it might do, 
the government could never weaken the 
power or the responsibility possessed by 
Sir Alfred Milner. Sir Kobt. Keid's 
speech, Mr. Broderick assorted, was im- 
practicable, unwise and mischievous, 
He had gone out of his way to gratify 
the Queen's enemies. The government 
was perfectly willing to offer terms for 
surrender so long as it could not be in- 
terpreted as proof of weakness and 
thereby causing a prolongation of cruel 
warfare. 

After further recriminations, the re- 
port of the supply committee was agreed 
to. 

During subsequent discussion in com- 
mittee of ways and means, the chancel- 
lor of the exchequer.

PREPARING FOR WINTER. 

United States Will Only Leave Two Ship 
at -Mouth of Pel River. 

Washington, D. C, Dee. 12.— With a view 
of avoiding the danger of having any 

the United Sta..„ :;els caught fast 

in the Ice In the Gulf of Pcchill, at th 
mouth of the Pel river during the present 
winter, the Navy department lias redi 
the United States' representation In that 
quarter to two ships. One is the Monocaey, 
Which has been ordered Into a mud dock 
In the Pel river near Taku, where she will 
serve as a station ship. She will be frozen 
In tight, hut will be perfectly safe' In her 
dock from the ordinary vicissitudes of tilt 
winter. The other vessel is the Now Or 
leans which has been turned Into a despatch 
boat for the time being, plying betweei 
Shanghai, Chefoo and Taku at regular 'n 
tervnls. Hut she will be kept clear of th 
Ice at Taku as far as possible, and will not 
ho expected to enter the Tlver mouth Ir 
case of a freeze. The army transport sor 
vice has landed nil of the supplies that are 
deemed to he necessary to carry Gen. Chaf- 
fee and troops comfortably through the win- 
ter, so that It will be unnecessary for ary 
Othfci ships to eater the Pel-Ho.

Bear Disgrace 



[Mrs. VVickham Shoots Herself 
After a [Most Sensational 
Scene. 



Husband Was About to Take 
Proceedings Against Her 
For Divorce. 



Port Jervis, N. Y., Dec. 12.— Florence 
S. Mollineux Wickham, wife ot J. 
Enmiitt Wickham, committed suicide 
this morning by shooting herself. The 
husband sleeps in a room on (ho oppo- 
site side of the hall, and he says he was 
awakened by hearing two shots in his 
wife's room. 

He hurried in and found his wife dis- 
robed for bed, sitting in a chair uncon- 
scious or dead, and a pistol clasped in 
her right hand. 

The coroner came at once. The doctor 
found the woman dead, with a bullet in 
the right temple. 

v Mr. Wickham and his wife had been 
married about two years. She was his 
second wife, was .'!!! years obi. and was 
the daughter of James Mollineux, of 
Milford, Pa. 

Mr. .Milford told the reporters that 
when he went home last night at 0:30 
he found his wife's room darkened and 
silent — an unusual circumstance. lie 
wanted an extra quilt for his bed, so be 
tried to get into his wife's room. As her 
key was inside the lock, he demanded 
admittance. She opened the door and 
protested against bis entrance, but he 
forced his way in. lie says he found a 
corkscrew on the bed attached to the 
cork of an empty champagne bottle. 
Under a cot in Mrs. Wickham's room, 
her husband declares, was .1. B. W. 
Davis, of New York, engineer of main- 
tenance of ways of the Brie railroad. 
Both lie and Mrs. Wickham were 
fully dressed. A scene followed, and the 
husband says he called witnesses for the 
purpose of having evidence in divorce 
proceedings. lie also summoned Surro- 
gate O. 1*. Howell of Orange county to 
arrange at once proceedings for divorce. 
Among the other witnesses were Prof. 
Lomsche, manager of the Lomsche col- 
lege, located in the same building, and 
L. D. Bennett and Samuel Salley, of 
the Telephone Exchange. The wife pro- 
tested that nothing wrong had taken 
place. 

After this scene all left, anil the hus- 
band says he retired to-hjs i»r;i room, 
opposite his wife's, where lie was sleep- 
ing when awakened by hearing the two 
shots. 

Mrs. Wickham left three ' letters— one 
to her father, one to h<\r husband, and 
one .to the wife of Dr. D. D. Wickham, 
her husband's brother. The contents of 
the one to her father were alone made 
public. She begged his forgiveness 
for what she was about to do. She left 
some money and valuables, for him, and 
bade him farewell.

TRADE DEPUTATIONS. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier and Australian 
Visit— Trade With Germany. 

Toronto, Dec. 12. — (Special) — Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier yesterday received a 
deputation from the Board of Trade, 
the Canadian Manufacturers' Asso- 
ciation and the National Club, who 
urged that Canada be represented 
at the Australian inauguration cere- 
monies, and expressed pleasure at 
the statements published to the effect 
that this was likely. The trade deputa- 
tion also presented a resolution urging 
that an attempt he made to prevent Ger- 
man discrimination against Canada on 
account of the preference granted by 
Canada to Great Britain. 

Regarding the first point, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier said that no official invitation 
had yet been received to go to Australia 
at the opening of parliament, though lie 
believed from private information that 
one would come in due course. I f the 
government received such an invitation, 
they would deem it their duty to re- 
spond to it in such a way as to «ivo 
Canada the best representation possible. 
From the remarks before him and from 
other sources he had reason to believe 
that his presence at these ceremonies 
would not be unacceptable to the people 
of Canada, and fierhaps it: was possibl 
he would have the privilege of going to 
Australia. 

Regarding German trade discrimina- 
tion. Sir Wilfrid briefly sketched the 
history of events lending up to the de- 
nunciation of the German and Belgian 
treaties. Canada's action, he pointed 
out. was not prompted by any spirit of 
hostility to Germany, as nil present 
knew. ' Germany, however, was now 
boycotting Canadian products. He hoped 
the new Brit mil-German treat y now 
negotiating would contain n elnuse giv- 
ing Canada and other colonies the option 
of accepting or rejecting its provisions, 
us was the case with the Japanese 
treaty. Even in that event the treaty 
might of course be such that it would 
offer no great advantages to Canada, al- 
though ho would like to see Canada 
trading with Germany, France nnd 
Italy; she was big enough to do trade 
witli all. He approved of the resolu- 
tion, and the government would do what 
they could in the matter. 



CANADIAN PRODUCTS. 

Montreal Board of Trade Council Pass 
a Resolution on German Treaty. 

Montreal. Dee. 12. — The hoard of 
trade council to-day passed n resolution 
nroyina the Dominion government to 
take immediate steps to bring to tho 
notice of the Imperial government tho 
fact that the importation of. Canadian 
P'oduets is almost entirely prohibited in 
Germany, nnd to impress' upon the Im- 
'•"rial rrnyornmeht that Canadian pro- 
ducts should hereafter be admitted into 
Germany under the most favored na- 
tions treatment.

ciiaige or desertion, wiiicii lias been pre- 
leneu against mem ac tlie provincial po- 
Jico oiaiioii, by Ciapt. it. 1''. iork, master 
ul luu vessel, a mucn more serious 
charge win tie brougut against one or 
them. According to (Statements made 
yesterday by Uupt. X'ork ami .Mr. liar- 
tier, should this man bo charged in tne 
.police docK with, desertion, they will 
nriug him to book for otlier olfeuees o£ 
whieU evidence has since come to light. 
They believe that lie is responsible tor, 
tlau troubles of the steamer. 

Uapt. lurk said last night: "The po- 
lice came down to tne steamer for tne 
clothes of a boy who joined the ves- 
sel in Vancouver, who is among thosu 
who left, rite parents telegraphed, ask- 
ing that lie be returned home, lie having 
run away. We then charged all the 
other deserters with that whence, and 
wueu louuu by the police they will bo 
arrested. As fur the deserting engin- 
eers, they are included." 

Uapt. lurk said that either the ash 
connection or one of the sea connections 
was opened, and this allowed of the 
water rushing into the hull. The wat 
er in the hull w as discovered by the en 
giueers, who notified the first officer. It 
was coming in t'awt, and it was at once 
evident that if the vessel was making 
water that Cast, she must be at oucu 
headed back to port. It thought to go 
to Kyoquot, but alterwards plaus were 
altered, and the vessel headed for here. 
The feed pipe was tound to be in need of= 
repair, and this further demanded the re- 
turn to port. 

When the Alpha came in, as told in 
the Colonist, she had much water in her, 
and it was generally believed that tho 
steamer was leaking. The men were 
placed to work at the pumps, and by diu\ 
of hard work they managed to keep tho 
water down. There was something funny 
about this incoming water. For a time 
the puuips did not gain on the inflow of 
water, but suddenly they began to drain 
out the vessel, and suon had her compar- 
atively dry. Then suspicion began to 
form in the minds of the Captain and 
owner that all was not right. 'The en- 
gineers worked below and overhauled 
their engines, and meanwhile surveyors 
had been engaged to look over the vesseb 
Several competent surveyors pronounced 
tho steamer seaworthy, and were at a 
loss to see how the water could have 
come in. As one said a few days ago; 
"There was something very fishy about 
it." 

Mr. Genelle,' who holds the largest in- 
terest in the steamer, arrived from Van- 
couver last night, and after a short stay, 
proceeded to the Sound. On his advice, 
the master and Mr. Barber at once be- 
gan to take action against the deserting 
crew, and those responsible for the cost- 
ly troubles of the steamer. Her daily 
loss, as those familiar with the cost of 
delaying vessels are well aware, is very 
large. 

The steamer is now ready for sea as 
soon as men can be secured for her en- 
gine room and to replace her deserting 
seamen, if they are not arrested and re- 
placed on board. 

THE CHIEFTAIN DOWN. 

Capt. Cunningham Says Fishermen Are 
in Straits at Port Simpson. 

Tug Chieftain is down for the winter. 
Capt. (leorgo Cunningham, her master 
and owner, says that, winter having set 
in, the steamer could not be taken to her 
usual winter quarters on the river, and, 
therefore, had to come down to Victoria. 
Capt. Cunningham says conditions axe 
lad at Port Simpson, many being in 
straits there. The cause of this depres- 
sion, he thinks, is found in the Fraser 
river strike and poor run of last season, 
many of the Skeena fishermen having 
come down and taken a prominent part 
in the strike. The people of Mnsset, 
Queen Charlotte Islands, were in strait* 
owing to the non-arrival of stores. The 
steamer Nell was not able to make the 
trip she had intended to .with provisions 
for that, place. The Danube called 
there, however, on her last trip, and took 
stores, for the first time since last May. 
The regular steamers call there but 
twice or three times a year.

SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Meeting Held East Evening to Forward 
.Movement for More Strin- 
gent Law. 

A public meeting was held in Temper- 
ance hall hist night with the object ol 
having a law passed to enforce a bet- 
ter observance of the Sabbath. About 
one hundred people were present. Sen- 
ator Miicdonald occupied the chair, and 
opened the meeting by explaining why it 
was called, and making a few remarks. 
It was not, lie said, meant that British 
Columbia was worse than other parts of 
the Dominion, but some improvements 
were wanted. Three hundred year ago 
it was necessary to pass it law in Eng- 
land to enforce Sunday observance. All 
pastimes, such as football, were prohib- 
ited; butchers were not allowed to sell 
meat; tradesmen were not allowed to 
sell their goods, and the sale of all wares 
was prohibited. By an Ontario Bill, 
public meetings, fishing and hunting 
were not allowed; vehicles could not ply 
for hire, ami the saloons were closed on 
Saturday evening' at 7 o'clock and not 
opened until (i o'clock on Monday morn- 
ing, thus remaining closed all day Sun- 
day.

In 
this connection the Army and Military 
Record snys: "Among tbe many curious 
discoveries made during the war not tbe 
least interesting is that the war office 
is unable to recognize any medical de- 
gree not obtained in this country. Sur- 
geons of the highest standing in Canada, 
and holding commissions from Her Ma- 
jesty in the militia, volunteered for ser- 
vice in South Africa, nnd a complete 
field hospital was offered by Canada, but 
in both eases the war office refused to 
accept such service on the ground, for- 
sooth, that it was "contrary to the Medi- 
cal Act of 185S" to permit a eolonially- 
trained surgeon to attend professionally 
to British troops. England was, there- 
fore, required to find surgeons for the 
v.-hole of the British army, colonial aud 
home born! Such nn net as that refer- 
red to may have been very necessary 
forty or fifty years ago, hut a great ad- 
vance has been made in medical educa- 
tion throughout the Empire, and especi- 
ally in the self-governing colonies, since 
that date. An attempt is, therefore, to- 
be made— or rather repeated, since the 
first steps were taken last session— to in- 
duce parliament to amend the obsolete 
Act of lSliS, so that properly qualified' 
medical men in the colonies may be ad- 
missible to serve the Empire in the nav- 
al and military nnd civil services of the 
crown. There ought to he no difficulty 
In securing this alteration unless the 
Britisli medical profession offer strenu- 
ous opposition " 

Of the movement for reserves of colo- 
nial seamen the name paper says: "One 
of the chief difficulties in the way of es- 
tablishing reserves of colonial seamen is,, 
of course, tho wages' question. The ad- 
miralty cannot be expected to pay Aus- 
tralian seamen, for example, tho higli 
rate of remuneration t'h:it can be earned' 
by working men nt the Antipodes; neith- 
er can Australian or Canadian seamen 
or stokers be expected to serve for a 
year, or even six months, on board our 
ships of -war if they are to lose heavily 
by so doing. Then, again, the proposed 
remedy of paying colonials at special 
rates is liable to give rise to discontent 
among the reeervemen of the United 
Kingdom, who might argue, and quite 
logically, as it "would appear to them- 
selves, that what is sauce for the homo 
goose is also condiment for the colonial' 
gander. It. has also been advocated that 
some sort of sliding scale of wages might 
be adopted, so that colonial rcservemen 
who happen to be serving In English- 
waters should receive the English rates 
of pay, and English rcservemen serving; 
in colonial waters the colonial rates. 
But this would not, in time of peace*, 
meet the difficulty, since colonials are 
never required to serve their course _ of 
training far from home, nor are English- 
men— seamen or fishermen— expected to 
servo abroad. Once establish these colo- 
niol reserves, and we do not donbt that 
the men would sink the pay difficulty in 
time of war, and serve on any station 
where required in the best interests of 
tbe Empire. Yet for the present the 
wages question remains nn obstacle."

It is the same 
with Lord Itosebery, who it is well 
known is far prouder of having won the 
Derby twice than of attaining the pre- 
miership, or of marrying the greatest 
heiress in tho United Kingdom. I could 
mention a score more peers of the same 
way of thinking, including the grand 
old sportsman, the Duke of Richmond, 
who owns tbe Goodwood race course. 
They are on the turf for sport alone, and 
not for anv sordid purpose of pecuniary 
pain and while none of them approve of 
the Anti-Gambling League, which they 
regard as an unwarrantable attempt on 
the part of the authorities and of cranks 
to interfere with the private affairs of 
citizens, they do not hesitate to_de- 
nounce betting, and especially plunging, 
ns one of the most baneful and demor- 
alizing curses of the turf. ,'.»;,'• '; 

It is d grout mistake to imagine that 
a jockey can now grow rich by content- 
ing himself with the money which ho 
receives in the form of fees, regular pay 
and presents from his employers. He 
soon becomes known and esteemed as 
absolutely straight. Not only owners, 
but likewise the public, learn to appre- 
ciate his sense of honor, and so complete 
was public confidence in Fred Archer 
that people would frequently make their 
bets on him rather than on his mount, 
convinced that no matter what haimcn- 
ed they could rely on his doing his hon- 
est utmost to win.

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RAILWAY NEWS. 

Our Vancouver correspondent sends 
sumo very important railway news. If 
the plans therein outlined are carried in- 
to effect, the whole lower portion of the 
province and Vancouver Inland will wit- 
ness the inauguration of a remarkable 
era of development and progress. There 
have been rumors current for some days 
that a very extensive and momentous 
railway project would shortly bo dis- 

, closed. Many people associated it with 
the desire of the Grand Trunk and Great 

• Northern to secure an ocean terminus at 
Victoria. There is no doubt that the, 
passage of the railway, by-law by the 
ratepayers has had a profound effect in 
railway circles. It was the one thing 
needed to give an impetus to railway en- 
terprise in this portion of Canada. 

Some of the statements in our corres- 
pondent's despatch require explanation, 
and for the present we recommend the 
Colonist readers to accept the report 
more as showing what some gentlemen 
are endeavoring to bring about than as 
an accomplished fact. Later news will 
lie awaited with great interest. 



TUB PACIFIC CABLE. 

The telegraphic cable from British 
Columbia to Queensland, or to state the 
matter in broader terms, from the Do- 
minion of Canada to the Australian 
Commonwealth, will be 7,'JSIJ miles 
long, divided as follows;, 

Vancouver Island to Fanning Island, 
;;,501 miles. 

Fanning Island to Fiji, 2,09:3 miles. 

Fiji to Norfolk Island, 001' miles. 

Norfolk to New Zealand, 5.'I7 miles. 

Norfolk to Queensland, 834 miles. 

It will thus be seen that the cable will 
have two* branches from Norfolk Island, 
one to New Zealand and the other to 
Queensland, whioTi is the northern part 
of Australia. The direct line from Van- 
couver Island to Queensland will, there- 
tore, be 7,4.j9 miles long; the line from 
3iere to New Zealand will be 7,152 miles 
■iu length. The cast will be £1,785,000, 
•of which Canada guarantees five-eighths, 
The contractors are the Telegraphic 
■Construction & Maintenance Company 
-and the contract calls for the comple- 
tion of the work by the close of the 
.year 1002. This cable will be the con- 
necting link in a line around the globe, 
-all points of connection being on Brit- 
ish soil. For business between Great 
Britain and Australia this line will bo 
in competition with the lines of the 
Eastern Telegraph Company. In case 
icf a failure of the earnings to pay ex- 
penses and interest, the Mother Country 
and the Colonics directly interested will 
have to make up the deficit.

Youth i« the time to acquire facility of 
expression, lleueo the value of debat- 
ing societies at school and college, and 
of such organizations as the Mock Par- 
liament. We are very glad to know 
that there is a debating school iu capital 
running order in the High -School. It 
has not been long organized, but it in 
doing capital work. 

We would like to impress young or- 
ators with the force of Archbishop 
Whately's saying, that the object of or- 
atory is to convince. Keep that idea 
ever foremost. What you ought to aim 
at is to make your hearers think you 
are right. All other considerations 
should be subordinate to this. Never, 
speak after you think you have brought 
ec-r.vietion home to your hearers. Sac- 
rifice the prettiest peroration that you 
ever worked out rather than weaken the 
effect of an argument. At the same 
time, cultivate readiness of expression, a 
faculty before entering upon the 
Bevere argument of conciliating your 
audience, so as to predispose them to be 
favorable to you. Try also to leave 
them with a feeling that whatever they 
may think of your arguments, they must 
admit your sincerity. These are the 
prime factors in successful public speak- 
ing, and it should bo the object of young 
men to cultivate them.

Twenty-seven British Columbia 
are on the Atlantic on their way home 
from Great Britain, where they went 
from South Africa to receive the thanks 
of the British people and Her Majesty 
for their services to the Einpirp. There 
is little to add to what has already been 
said about the warmth of their welcome 
in the Mother Laud, or of their services 
as soldiers of the Queen. What we 
are thinking most of to-day is how this 
province can best honor her sons. The 
party will begin to break up almost ns 
soon as they cross the Rockies, for Ross- 
Innd, Kaslo, and other interior points are 
represented in it. Cannot a reunion of 
the British Columbia members of the 
Royal Canadians be arranged for, to 
take place in this city during the session 
of the Legislature? The matter of 
transportation would, we are satisfied, 
present no difficulties. What the nature 
of the suggested function should be Is a 
matter for consideration, but the people 
will not feel quite satisfied if they do 
not have a chance to express themselves 
in some way towards the returning sol- 
diers personally. Memorials will be 
forthcoming in good season, but we 
would all like to give the boys a hearty 
grasp of the hand aud tell them person- 
ally what we think of, them and what 
they have done for their province, Can- 
ada and the Empire. 



A GOOD SCHOOL. 

The Mock Parliament which meets in 
Victoria is an institution for which we 
have nothing but good words. If there 
is one thing needed more than another 
in British Columbia, aud especially here 
in Victoria, is more and better public 
speaking. Public questions are a good 
deal talked about, but they are not very 
•often delated. Indeed, there seems to be 
somewhat of a disposition on the part 
of many people to rather be-little tho 
public discussion of Questions. This is 
in part due tc a preference for settling 
things before they are submitted for pub- 
lic consideration, in which case only a 
few perfunctory speeches are called for, 
and in part, to the lack of the facility 
of expressing views upon a public plat- 
form. This is a faculty which is rare- 
ly acquired, except attention be given 
to it when one is young. There is no 
uso in denying that even a good schema 
or a wise law, or anything for that mat- 
ter, is all the better appreciated by the 
public when it is explained by some ono 
endowed with the faculty of surround- 
ing baro details with illustrations, and 
who understands the faculty -of impress 1 
ing his hearers. When men take up 
-speaking late in life, they find it ex- 
ceedingly difficult to acquire these qual- 
ities. They have been used to the direct 
way of stating things common iu busi- 
jjcss, and they do not realize how need- 



R.YILWAYS AND THE PEOPLE. 

In the United States the powers of the 
great railway corporations arc almost 
unlimited. They control in some states 
the election of senators. They dictate 
who shall be judges, and they are able 
to secure interpretations of the law in 
their favor, when the public interest 
would be far better served otherwise. 
In Canada we have very little of this. 
To some extent the railway companies 
interfere in elections, but there is no dis- 
position on their part to exercise a con 
trolling' influence. The Minister of 
Railways made a speech at St. John 
since the election, on the occasion of a 
banquet given him by some of his sup- 
porters, and his remarks on that occa- 
sion are being much commented upon. 
Some of the comments are not borne 
out by the Minister's utterances, lie 
appears, from the full reports of his 
speech published in the St. John papers, 
to have been studiously moderate. He 
said that the declaration of the electors 
of St. John would be accepted all over 
Canada as meaning that no railway cor- 
poration could control the government, 
and he also said that the Premier and 
his colleagues fully supported him in his 
refusal to yield to the demands of the 
Canadian Pacific for concessions at the 
expense of the Intercolonial. To this no 
one will take the slightest objection. We 
nil feel friendly tow. nils the great trans- 
continental lino, but not lo the extent of 
desiring the public interests to be sacri- 
ficed in its behalf. If Mr. Poster, who 
was Mr. Blair's opponent in St. John, 
took a position contrary to this, he hail 
no warrant for doing so from the Con- 
servative party. We shall not discuss 
whether he did or not. In most cases 
it is not well to hold men down to what 
they say iu the heat of a campaign; 
still less fair is it to try them by the 
interpretation put by others upon their 
utterances. We think the people of 
Canada are as one upon the proposition 
that the country must control the rail- 
way companies, not the companies the 
country.

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DOWIE'S DAUGHTER DEAD. 



Her Husband Would Not Call in Medi- 
cal Assistance. 

From the Chicago American. 

Mrs. Samuel Stevenson, who, until a 
few weeks ago was Esther Dowie, only 
daughter of John Alexander Dowie, 
general overseer of the Christian Cath- 
olic church, is dead and her body has 
been buried at sea, 

Esther Dowie was known to most of 
tho members of her father's cult in Chi- 
cago. About a year ago Samuel Steven- 
son, a wealthy lace manufacturer of 
Nottingham, England, made a tour of 
the United States aud waa converted in 
Chicago by Dowie. He at once laid 
his fortune in the purse of Dowie, giv- 
ing him all bis lace interests and much 
money, aud later ho married Dowie's 
daughter. At that time many members 
of the church rebelled aud left the fold, 
holding that Dowie bad sold his daugh- 
ter to Stevenson for his lace mills. 

Although it was announced several 
months ago that Miss Esther would 
marry Stevenson it was not generally 
known that tho ceremony had been per- 
formed until the announcement was 
made of her death. She and Stevenson 
accompanied Dowie, with others, on the 
healer's present proselyting trip abroad. 
Stevenson ami his bride, however, went 
only as far as Nottingham, where ho 
packed up his lace factories and shipped 
them to the United States, taking his 
bride and following on the next steamer. 

In mid-ocean the bride became sudden- 
ly sick. iStevensnn, believing in the 
doctrines of Dowie, would not permit 
tho attentions of a physician and his 
wife died from lack of medical aid. 

There was much indignation aboard' 
ship, threats being freely made to have 
Stevenson turned over to tho officers of 
tie law upon landing. 



ore and of coal, from which the Engi- 
neering Magazine expects so much, are 
tributary to Victoria, and are in fact 
either on Vancouver Island or on the 
smaller islands adjacent lo it. There 
are some deposits of iron on the coast 
of the Mainland, but il is only a matter 
of enterprise on the part of our business 
men to secure the tratle which the ex- 
ploitation of those will create. 

While these things are pretty well 
known by our own people, they are not 
understood abroad. The Engineering 
Magazine, for example, speaks of the 
iron mines of British Colsmbin without 
further localizing them. British Colum- 
bia has a greater area than the whol» 
Atlantic tier of states from Maine to 
Florida, inclusive. Therefore it is ob- 
vious that to speak in a general way of 
the iron deposits of the province is not to 
convey a very clear idea of their local- 
ity. It is sufficient for the purpose 
which the Magazine bad in view, but not 
for the information of those who may 
be led to consider the advisability of 
settling in a country possessing such 
exceptional prospects. For the informa- 
tion of such people, wc may mention 
that Vancouver Island, upon which, or 
immediately adjacent to which, are the 
grent deposits of iron and coal that will 
form the basis of great industrial activ- 
ity in the future, is very considerably 
larger than the states of Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and Rhode Island combined. 
English readers will be better able to 
appreciate what this means, when we 
say it is about three times as large as 
Yorkshire, by far the largest of any of 
the English shires. It is rather more 
than half as large as Scotland. This 
is the region that, will profit more imme- 
diately by the full utilization of the great 
stores of iron and coal which nature has 
placed at band. Wo submit that it is 
well worth while for people contemplat- 
ing emigration from the United King- 
dom or elsewhere to consider if they 
might not with good reason select a 
home on an island of such dimensions 
and with such prospects. In every 
other respect Vancouver Island is a de- 
sirable residence. It is also just, as well 
for our own people to lay to heart these 
few simple facts. They will encourage 
them to persevere in efforts to develop 
the resources of the region right at their 
doors.

POLICE COUUT. 



Another Long Session Lasting Until Six 
Last Evening. 

Last evening it wan G o'clock before 
the police court Officials concluded the 
business of the day, the long session be- 
ing caused chiefly by the All Tim as- 
sault and Hume Yerriugton cases. The 
only minor case was that of a drunk, 
who, on account of the frequency of his 
appearance at the court, was sentenced 
lo fifteen days' imprisonment in default 
of a fine of $7,50. Daniel Mills, who. 
witli Charles Hansen, was charged with 
stealing boots and clothes from the clerk 
of the Dominion hotel, was dismissed 
witli a caution.

The Chinaman persists in the state- 
ment that he bought the coal from a 
resident of Esquimalt. Mr. Frank 
Biggins being retained for flu? defence 
at the last moment, asked for a remand 
until to-day, which was granted.

New Westminster, consisting of 
Revs. 11. Whittington, M.A., BSc, E. S. 
Rowe, W. II. Bnrra rlougb. B.A., E. 
Robson, and Messrs. Nonh Shakespeare* 
James Cunningham, David Spencer and 
Walter Morris, waited upon lion. J. I). 
Prentice, minister of education, yester- 
day, Mr. A. Robinson, superintendent of 
education, being also present. The ob- 
ject of the interview was to discuss some 
Clauses of the school regulations re- 
cently published by the council of pub- 
lic instruction, which clauses were not 
satisfactory to the directors of Colum- 
bian college. The deputation was re- 
ceived most courteously by the minister, 
and the result of the interview was. that 
such explanations were given, and con- 
cessions agreed upon, as were perfectly 
satisfactory to the deputation, who left 
fullv assured by both the minister and 
superintendent that the interests of the, 
students in Columbian college will bo 
thoroughly safeguarded in the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the educational 
department. 

Well Attended.— The second of the 
series of concerts anil dances given by 
the City band, in A. O. V. W. hall, 
drew quite a large audience hist even- 
ing. At the conclusion of the concert 
programme, the floor was cleared and 
about a hundred couple enjoyed a dance, 
which continued until an early hour 
this morning.

About '.) o'clock Col. Prior took the 
chair. On his right were United States 
Consul Smith, District Deputy Master 
Brakes, Rev. Dr. Wilson, and Privates 
Beech, Neill and Stewart, all of the 
First Contingent. These latter were un- 
doubtedly the guests of the evening. To 
tlie chairman's left sat His Worship 
Mayor Haywnrd, Lieut.-Col. Gregory, 
Dr. Lewis Hall and Dr. Ernest Hall. 

After the delicacies of the Dawson 
cuisine had been duly appreciated, the 
worthy chairman read letters of regret 
from Capt. Fleet, It. N., of H. M. b. 
Phaeton, Hon. J. H. Turner, Sergeant 
J R. Northcott, and Privates Frank 
Finch-Smiles, Seymour II. O'Dell and 
Clarke (.{amble, the four latter being of 
the famous first contingent, and all un- 
fortunately prevented from attending the 
re-union. 

The toast list was then proceeded with, 
the great toast of England's sons, "TT 
Queen," being proposed by Col. Prior, 
•and being followed by a hearty render- 
ing of the national anthem. . 

" The President of the United States 
followed. In tendering this toast, Bro. 
W. Jones spoke of the high appreciation 
with which Consul Smith was • held 
throughout the city. He hud made 
friends of them all, and all rejoiced that 
his term of olllce had heen further as- 
sured by the result of the recent elections 
in his great republic in the return of 
President McKinley. 

In reply Mr. Smith thanked tho gath- 
ering for their kind reception of the toast 
■and the speaker for his reference to the 
great tribune of his people. Their presi- 
dent had been tried and not fouud want- 
ing. He had stood for honesty, free- 
dom, Christianity and liberty, and the 
people had stood by him. They had put 
him in the place where he belonged be- 
cause he was a clean man. This high 
.Office was within reach of every native- 
born. To it men hud come from tho 
log cabin, the tow-path and the tannery, 
and the people rejoiced, not because of 
their humble origin, but because they 
had surmounted the circumstances that 
had surrounded their station in life. Of 
President .McKinley it might well be said 
that he was first In peace, last in war, 
and first in the hearts of his country- 
men. He had been opposed to the war 
with Spain, but when the nation, in tho 
cause of humanity, had urged for strife, 
the republic had re-enacted the Armada 
scenes in sweeping the Spanish lieet 
from off the seas, and spreading freedom 
where it had not been known. And the 
war over, the United States had remem- 
bered her boys. England of old remem- 
bered her leaders. Large sums wore 
granted to Marlborough and to other 
generals, and that not. only to the men 
themselves, hut to their children after 
them, so that he who had married the 
rich American heiress still had his liv- 
ing from the tax roll of the people. The 
United States gave to the individual and 
stopped at, that, but she gave to all both 
small and great. She gave positions, 
too, and so a hoy from Illinois who had 
been down at Porto Rico was to-day 
to be found in his oflice in this very city. 
He was glad to read lately that England 
purposed the same thing, the least gift 
to the humblest Tommy Atkins being 
a £5 note. He rejoiced to see the two 
great nations so much at harmony, and 
60 could say: 

"0 Britons nil, our hope and creed, 

Our blood and tongue the same, 
We too are heirs of Itunnymede, 
And Shakespeare's fame and Cromwell's 
deed, 

Are ours as well as Motherland's; 

So while we slug to the Stars and Stripes, 

And shout for our Uncle Sam, 

We sing the glory of England's Queen, 

And say "God hless her evermore!" 

The Dominion and Provincial Parliament 
was then proposed by Bro. J. Crltchley, In 
a speech redolent with humor and happy 
hits. Joke followed joke In side-splitting 
succession, ami though three several times 
the speaker sought to be serious, it was all 
to no purpose, nnd the crowd loughed on. 
This toast waR met with n hnppy reply from 
Col. Prior, M.P., who, while avoiding poll- 
tics, spoke of the happy condition of their 
fill being met good, friends Immediately 
after the campaign was over. Ills speech 
was punctuated by repeated outbursts of 
applause. 

Bro. Hemming sponsored the Imperial 
Forces with happy reference to the spontan- 
eous rush of the colonies to the Empire's 
aid, giving his words a marked effect by 
reference to the hero guests of the con- 
tingent. To this Col. Gregory, of the Fifth 
Beglmeut, replied. It was the first time In 
his memory that a militia officer had res- 
ponded to this toast in Victoria, and 'it em- 
phasized an epoch that had been reached 
but lately. A new word, the Imperial 
Forces now toow the place of the Army und 
the Volunteers, or the MUltla, nnd the 
change had come in the great flood of pat- 
riotism that had cemented the Empire's 
bonds so closely. But two years ago Eng- 
land had taken the demonstration of col- 
onial soldiery In London on faith, now she 
knew what she had believed In. The record 
was a good one, generals and Prince and 
Queen had all commended their deeds, and 
Jt was well. 

In response to a. request from Col. Prior, 
Pte. Beech then spoke on behalf of Ids com- 
rades. To his words of thanks was added 
an expression that took the board by storm, 
"If the people of Victoria were proud of 
the boys who bad gone out from Victoria, 
the boys that had gone from Victoria were 
proud to go for such a city." As a private

Bro. Prout's toast of the Mayor and Cor- 
poration, was replied to by Ills Worship, 
who took occasion to remind all of their 
duty to attend next Tuesday's meeting at 
the City hail to consider the question of a 
fitting memorial to be erected to Victoria's 
soldiers In the campaign on the veldt.

Rock Bay School to Be Fitted 
Up for the Reception of 
' Pupils. 



There was little o£ interest brought up 
for discussion at the meeting of the 
board of school trustees last evening. 
There were present Trustees Mrs. Cor- 
don Grant, A. L. Belyea, R. L. Drury, 
J. G. Brown and A. C. McCandless, the 
chairman, Dr. Lewis Hull, presiding. 

An invitation was read to the board 
from the pupils of the High school to an 
"at home " in the Pemberton gymnasium 
for to-night at 8 o'clock. The invitation 
was accepted. 

The regular accounts were then read 
and ordered to take the usual course. 

The following report from Superin- 
tendent Eaton was then given considera- 
tion: 

Trustees of Victoria Public Schools: 

Ladles ami Gentlemen:— Penult me to 
make the following recommendations:— 

1. That children of the lirst anil second 
primer classes who live In the .North ward 
uiriSiou of the city school district west of 
the middle line of Douglas street, be re- 
quired to attend the Itock Hay school. 

;»', That the middle line of Pandora street, 
from Uuadra street to Chambers street, he 
Hereafter the soul hern limit of the Spring 
Ridge division, instead of Frederick and 
Putnam streets. In order that a belter dis- 
tribution of the primary children of the 
Spring llidgo and Central schools ma- be 
effected. 

o. That the stationery supplies, hitherto 
bought by the teachers, with money col- 
lected froju the pupils, be hereafter pro- 
vided by lf.ie board, if this is done, a good 
deal of inconvenience to teachers and par- 
ents wiJJ bo avoided, and a considerable sav- 
ing in (lie cost of these suimlles will be 
effected. V, H. EATON. 

With respect to the last item, the 
superintendent explained that the sup- 
plies us now purchased by the teachers 
amounted to about $000 annually, 
whereas it was .more than probable that 
the trustees could do the same service 
for $500. 

Trustee Belyea said that before pass- 
ing this item it would lie well for till 
board to take notice of the principle in- 
volved, which would mean that the 
board was to supply all school requisites 
free, unci lie for one did not think it was 
proper. He accordingly moved that the 
last clause be laid on the table. 

Trustee Drury said he could not under- 
stand why so much stationery was used 
in the schools. He spoke as a parent, 
und said he for his part could not keep 
track of the exercise books that were 
required. The whole system should he 
overhauled, and the teachers made to 
modify the amount of stationery re- 
quired. 

Trustee Brown had for many years 
been of the opinion that all stationery 
should be free to the pupils, for the 
reason advanced in the report, and dis- 
crimination having to bo made in tho 
matter of those who are. not able to pay. 

The first and second clauses were 
passed und the remaining clause accord- 
ingly hud, over. 

At this point the chairman, who had 
another engagement, took leave of the 
meeting, and Trustee Belyea was voted 
to the chair. 

The report of the school management 
committee was read, expressing the idea 
that the hoard should not sanction the 
use of the schools for the collection of 
gifts for the poor, as asked by the 
Friendly Help Society. This was adopt- 
ed. 

The superintendent called the atten- 
tion of the board to the fact that the 
schools would close on the 21st, and, us 
usual on these, occasions, the trustees 
would be expected to " distribute them- 
selves " among the various schools. This 
was accordingly arranged during an in- 
formal discussion of the matter. 

The question of an annual report was 
also brought up by the superintendent. 
This was not exactly the proper time 
to publish an annual report, as the 
school year did not end till the .'10th 
June, and it would perhaps bo well to 
postpone the getting out of a report until 
that date. 

Trustee Belyea's resolution as to fit- 
ting up the Rock Bay school to receive 
pupils after the Christmas holidays was 
then read and adopted. The second 
resolution of which notice was given by 
Trustee Belyea was read. This resolu- 
tion is with reference to teachers in the 
grammar or senior divisions, and limits 
the salary to $800 per annum. This 
matter was also laid over. 

As it will be necessary to hold one 
more meeting this year, in order that 
school matters may be finally arranged 
for 1000, a special meeting of the board 
will be held on Thursday, the 27th in- 
stant. 

Just before adjournment, Trustee 
Brown brought up what at first prom- 
ised to be the business of the evening — 
the alleged injury to a pupil of the 
South Pari: school through the actions 
of one of the teachers. , Mr, Brown had 
been informed that a little girl had boon 
chased out of a class-room, down tho 
stairs and out on to the play-ground by 
a teacher, and as n result tho pupil was 
now suffering from a sprained ankle.

VANCOUVER NEWS. 

Board of Trade and Reporter Differ— 
People's Association Formed. 

Vancouver, Dec. 12. — (Special) — The 
coroner's enquiry into the death of W. 
T. Vv'iison was concluded yesterday. The 
verdict was that the deceased died from 
natural causes. The evidence adduced 
suggested that the police should make 
a most thorough investigation. 

The board of trade held a long ses- 
sion last night, two points being brought 
up which caused a lively passage at 
arms. The suggestion that a certain lec- 
turer who recently addressed the board 
had trenched upon politics- caused a re- 
solution to be passed guarding against n 
like occurrence in the future. 

Twice during the evening the report, 
em were requested to keep certain mat- 
ters out of print. On the second oc- 
casion a reporter suggested that he was 
not in a position to promise, that the pro- 
prietor of his paper must he consulted. 
These remarks called forth a storm of 
protest from members of the board of 
trade, who stated that it had been an 
unwritten law since the inception of the 
board that when a reporter was request- 
ed by the chairman not to take down cer- 
tain utterances, tho reporters were in 
duty bound to comply courteously with 
the request of the board. The matter 
was not settled. 

Regarding the formation of an associ- 
ated board, favorable replies were receiv- 
ed from Ka.slo, Nnnaiino, Golden and 
Okanugun. Regarding the resolution 
sent throughout the province, that the 
British Columbia Board of Trade should 
adopt u name somewhat less assuming, 
some three replies were received. The 
Nelson board rcpt^'d in effect that it was 
"none of their business." The Kam- 
loops and Roselnnd boards of trade mild- 
ly approved. 

No progress was made with the North* 
i-rn steamship line. 

Tlie government was memorialized to 
extend the jurisdiction of the customs 
officer at Skagwuy to the Sumrjit.

nificent soil, as others were doing, 
sitv it was no good? For fully. five years 
I made little or no progress m my ex- 
periments. What seemed right one yea 
was wrong the next year. But then 1 
seemed to have hit upon an idea that 
was correct every year— that of packing 
the lower portion of a deep furrow Slice. 

Briefly stated, my theory is that a 
proper cultivation of the soil with a view 
to saving all the moisture which it re- 
ceives, and making use of it for the plant 
life desired, will result in good crops tlie 
drvest season and in tile dryest section 
of 'this Northwestern country. I he in- 
jury done by drought is not by reason of 
no moisture, but because the moisture 
has been waisted. The remedy is simple 
and effective. 

I proved that n method of cultivation 
of the soil radically different from that 
needed in the valley of the U«M 
owing to the different character of ti c 
soil and climate, will yield results that 
if ' so astonishing that men refuse to 
believe it until they have seen with their 
own eves. The Campbell system con- 
sists of a complete re-arrangement and 
pulverizing of the top seven or eight 
inches of soil, and turning the same as 
nearly bottom upward as possible eacn 
venr Before plowing, the top throe 
inches should be thoroughly pulverized 
nnd made as fine as possible by ft free 
use of the disc harrow. This part ol 
the work should be done as tpuckly as 
possible after a crop is removed. It w 
so very important that no one can com- 
prehend its value without a thorough 
trial and a knowledge of the results of 
this work. , 
The more completely each particle 01 
the soil is separated one from the other, 
tlie better. Then thin finely fitted soil 
must be turned down into the bottom of 
a furrow six or seven inches deep. Im- 
mediately after plowing, the lower four 
inches of tlie furrow .slice must be packed 
as firmly as possible with tlie surface 
packer, for four reasons, namely: 

To completely obliterate all oavities. 
Where the furrow lion loose the air cir- 
culates under the plants and the ground 
dies out. It must not ho permitted to do 
this. 

To cause moisture to gather from four 
to eight inches from tlie surface. Why? 
Because the stubble and manure and 
other vegetable matter is there, and 
water is necessary to rot it and fit it for 
the food of the 'crops. Unless this is 
done, the plants are robbed of their most 
valuable food. 

To get the right conditions for rapid 
root growtli in the early part of the sea- 
son. For this, a fine, linn, moist soil 
must be had. The lower part of the fur- 
row filice is the root lied, and must be 
kept in the right condition if we are to 
get a rapid, vigorous root growth. 
Healthy roots make healthy plants. 

By packing the root bed we hold more 
moisture. More than this, the pores in 
the ground are made so small that the 
water creeps through the soil rapidly by 
the force called capillary attraction. 
Moisture is drawn more rapidly and 
i'rom a greater distance. This gives the 
plant food and drink during the hot, dry 
periods, keeping them in a healthy grow- 
ing condition, while plants otherwise situ- 
ated would wither and die. Your crops 
never suffer at such times if there is 
plenty of moisture at the roci';s, but a 
shortage of water at that point may ruin 
the whole crop in a day. 

After the deep plowing and sub-sur- 
face packing, tlie next important step is 
to go over the ground, either with a steel 
drag or an Acme harrow, to pulverize nil 
surface lumps before tliey get too dry, 
thus forming a mulch of loose, dry soil. 
This mulch must be kept loose and dry 
to a depth of two or three inches. 

Seven or eight inches plowing is best. 



CAN WOMEN THROW STRAIGHT. 

Mooted Question to Be Passed' Upon by 
Learned Justices. 

From New York Times. 

Can a woman throw straight? This 
mooted question is to be passed upon by, 
the learned Justices of the Court ol 
Special Sessions in Brooklyn. It came 
u'i in tlie Grant street police court, when 
Agnes Spanelli of Forty-seventh street 
and Nineteenth avenue was arraigned on 
a charge of assault. The complainant 
was August Schmidt, a grocer, of til 
Coney Island avenue. Schmidt complain- 
ed that Mrs. Spanelli had thrown a stouo 
at him and cut his lip during a dispute. 

"You say that the defendant threw a 
stone at you ami that it hit you?" said 
Luwver William A. Robinson, the wo- 
man's counsel, to the plaintiff, witli the 
air of a man who was about to score it 
great point. 

"She threw it at me and it struck me 
on the lip," returned Schmidt posltive- 

' "Your Honor. I move for the dismissal 
of this case." said Robinson, turning 
from the witness to Magistrate Steers 
and preparing to grab his hat, as if it 
was all over. "This man says that tlie 
defendant, a woman, threw a stone at 
something and hit it— hit what she aimed 
at, understand. It seems to me that tho. 
plaintiff himself has made out us clear n 
case as possible for the defendant. I 
refer you to the great bard, who said: 
" 'A woman can sew, a woman can knit, 
A woman can do crochet; 

But she can't throw a rock and hit :i 
church, ,, 
Because" she ain't built that way. 

The magistrate thought the thing over 
very carefully, appreciating the impor- 
tant point involved, ami realizing that 
upon his decision depended whether on 
honored tradition was to be preserved or 
destroyed, but at lust he decided to pass 
the responsibility of determination in 
the matter up to the justices of special 
sessions. The defendant accordingly 
was held for that court. _ 

"Of course, I do not question tlie wis- 
dom of the court's course," said coun- 
sel for the defendant, "hut I wish to 
suv that mv own faith in tlie tradition in- 
volved Is such that I shall he willing, 
when tlie case comes up in the court of 
special sessions, to sit in a chair and let 
this woman throw rocks at me until 
her arm tires. She may hit everybody 
e:se in the room, put: the lump globes and 
.windows out of business, but I shall re- 
'inain untouched." 



COST OF ELECTIONS. 

Speculation as to What It Amounts to 
and Who Provides It. 

From Events, Ottawa. 

A great many stories are going tho 
rounds as to the amount of money the 
government spent in the elections, nnt]^ 
the chances are that there is a good deal 
of exaggeration. That they spent mon- 
ey, and lots of it, there is not the least 
doubt, but if they spent anything likq 
tho sum each candidate alleges to havo 
been employed against him, the country 
would not be able to produce it in tho 
next twenty-five years. I have heard 
men declare that there was $50;000 used 
against them, when probably there was 
not $5,000. But even admitting that it 
was the smaller amount only, what a 
lot it amounts to in the aggregate; and ib 
comes out of the people one way or tho 
other. It is admitted, as a matter ofj 
course, that a government has the ad- 
vantage in an election, "because it bus 
the money." No one seems to question 
their having it as anything but what 
should be. No oue apparently enquires 
into the reason why the government hag 
more money for election purposes than 
tint opposition. The questions are never 
asked: "Where do they get it, whose 
money is it they get, and have they a 
right to use it for party purposes?" 
These are questions that are never put. 
No matter which party is in power, it iti 
recognized that it has the money, and 
the other fellows are short of funds. It 
may surprise some people to bo told that 
the money a government uses in an elec- 
tion is the people's money. True, they 
do not sign an official cheque for it and 
draw directly from the people's funds, 
hut they might as well, for all the differ- 
ence it makes. Wealthy men doing busi- 
ness, with tlie government and seeking 
favors from it, such us land or railway, 
or timber, or mining concessions, put up 
tlie funds, and get it all back again with 
big interest i i v- the grants afterwards- 
made to them out of .the people's taxes 
or assets. The party out of power gets 
its funds from its friends, too, but they 
are always fewer, and as the risk they 
take is greater they gamble less. Con- 
tractors and railway promoters are usu- 
ally on tlie side of the party in power, 
though they sometimes put up for both 
sides, .so as to be sure of a win no mat- 
ter how the game goes. Of course, a, 
government has another leverage in thtr 
patronage at its disposal, and we have 
ail heard it alleged that it gets heavycou- 
tributions from this source. It is cer- 
tain, for instance, that there are men in 
the Senate of Canada who had abso- 
lutely no claim upon the position, except 
that they were men of means. If tho 
government grants Mr. H. II. Cook a 
commission to investigate his charge in. 
this respect we may hear something real- 
ly startling. , . ■ |. V J

turbances. These measures, however, 
only increased the general distress with- 
out restoring pence. One of the greatest 
evils was the practical paralysis of busi- 
ness. Tlio Chinese who refused to sur- 
render their Chinese citizenship were 
compelled to sell their property and leave 
tlio island. They comprised most of tlio 
well-to-do population, .and the country 
lias been nearly ruined by the departure 
of nearly the entire business element 
among the people. 

Then Japan's efforts to win the confi- 
dence of the natives by measures intend- 
ed for their good were not welcomed or 
appreciated. A large number of schools 
were established, but they did not suc- 
ceed. They hud only 1,400 pupils n 
while ago, and at the same time there 
were 20.000 pupils in the schools in 
which Chinese only is taught. The Jap- 
anese language, however, is gaining 
some foothold in the more civilized parts 
of the island. 

The civil functionaries introduced into 
the island from Japan have proved n 
failure. They were hurriedly selected, 
tlioy proved to be wanting in lact and 
prudence and some of them were dishon- 
est. Their record and influence in the 
island have made? the Chinese population 
more hostile than ever to tlio new gov- 
ernment. 

When resistance to Japanese rule in- 
creased two years ago the aid of the 
savage aborigines was sought to subdue 
the civilized portion of the population. 
These tribes bad been treated with great 
cruelty by the Chinese and the Japanese, 
told them they would be protected from 
Chinese colonists. This policy, ho,\vever. 
has not succeeded. The savages bad not 
been won over to tlio side of Japan, and 
one of the largest tribes of the island, 
the Hakkas, have become very hostile to 
the government, whose commercial pol 
icy has deprived them of their sources of 
revenue. The Hakkas were the commer 
eial middlemen between the Chinese and 
the savage tribes. Rut tlio Japanese de- 
cided to deal directly with the wild 
mountaineers in order to gain their 
friendship by soiling them goods very, 
Cheaply. The experiment was a complete 
failure, 

Formosa is one of the largest produc- 
ers of camphor in the world. Tlio Chi- 
nese sought to establish a monopoly of 
This article, but the hostility of the Hak- 
kas, wdio wished to share in the profits 
of the trade, compelled them to abandon 
the project. Instead of profiting by this 
Itsson the Japanese have themselves es- 
tablished a camphor monopoly, and 
that has given rise to n fresh crop .if 
grievances which is greatly adding to 
the burdens of the Japanese. The cost 
of occupation is still very large, and it is 
certain that great sacrifices must yet be 
made before the Japanese are firmly es- 
tablished in the island.

Typhoon 



Causes Great Loss of Life and 
Property at and Near 
Hongkong. 



Thrilling Rescue of Sunken Gun- 
boat-The Sandpiper's 
Crew. 



Details were received by It. M. S. 
Kmpresa of India, which arrived yes- 
terday, after one of the most stormy 
passages on record of tllii great typhoon, 
which ravaged Hongkong on November 
10, causing heavy loss of life and im- 
mense loss to shipping. No part of the 
city escaped. Wreckage and general, 
debris was strewn everywhere after the 
great blow, the British gunboat Sand- 
piper foundered and some of her sea- 
men lost their lives, the American ship 
Benjamin Sewell went ashore, and in 
all, 77 steam launches were wrecked, 
and over 2.500 natives were drowned. 
At Kowloon and other points there was 
also very heavy loss of life, and when 
the dread totals were in, it was found 
that many thousands had been killed. 
The big Empress of India was moored at 
her wharf at Kowloon, and nlio was. 
badly shaken up. The typhoon whs the 
worst since the disastrous one of 1874, 
when the lass of life wa^ n^wfuliy great. 

Kowloon suffered even more than 
Hongkong, the peninsula being more ex- 
posed. The troops fared very badly. 
The whole of tlje niatshed temporary 
barracks collapsed, and the Indian atlri 
European troops had to seek refuge from 
their Hooded camp grounds wherever 
they conld. A number were missing, 
In Kowloon proper numbers of houses 
were blown down, others lost their roofs 
and were, otherwise injured. A new 
ftouo block near the torpedo depot wns 
practically lujd. ; n ruins, the whole up- 
per part of the walls being blown down. 
The upper story was blown from the 
telegraphic exchange. The shipping at 
Kowloon. though, suffered more than tho 
houses. Junks and launches were driv- 
en ashore on nil sides. From tlio police 
pier to Tsin-tsut*bstli up to Mong-kok- 
tsui was one mass of wreckngo, launch" 
es, lighters, junks nnd smapans having 
been dashed ashore and knocked into 
matchwood. The Hongkong Telegraph 
says the loss of life there Yujist have 
been appalling, it being Impossible to es- 
timate the number of the dead. 

Among the gallant European dead, 
whose lives were lost, was Sergt, Uiin- 
ciiii, of the police, a native of lidin- 
burgh. In the angle of the torpedo 
depot, where he was on Oiuy. a horrihlo 
scene of destruction Wits visible after 
the storm. Vessel after vessel went 
ashore, and Sergl. Duncan and the staff 
■were engaged in the work of rescue. 
Many it Chinese, man. woman and child, 
owed their lives to these. Sergt. Duncan 
had succeeded in rescuing a number of 
unfortunate junk people, when a boat 
containing two women was driven up to 
the camber wall. The Sergeant sprang 
into the boat in the hope of rescuing 
them, and the women, too paralyzed by 
fear, did not move, and as a mass of 
wreckage collided with the boat. the 
Sergeant was knocked overboard. His 
comrades threw him a rope, which he 
grasped, but becoming tangled in a lot 
eC wreckage, he was crushed to death 
and sank. 

When the ldow was at its height, the 
British warships anchored at Kowloon 
were in a grievous plight. The gunboats 
Wivern, Firebrand, Tweed and Sand- 
piper were dragging their nnchors, and 
it looked as though one 'and all must 
drift ashore, when their crews would 
have bad a poor chance of safety in tho 
furious sea, especially wjien it is remem- 
bered that for some fifty yards from the 
shore the water was strewn with such 
a grinding, churning mass of wreckage 
which would have crushed a man's Ufa 
out in nn instant. Those on shore could 
do nothing but stand by with buoys and 
lines to render assistance should the ves- 
sels drift ashore. The dragging vessels 
fired distress signals, and one or two 
flew their pennants at half-mast. The 
CUtlboat Sandpiper was in the worst 
plight, as she was rapidly filling and 
could evidently not float for many min- 
utes. Then creeping out of the spume 
and spindrift from Hongkong way, came 
tho long form of JI. M. S. Otter. She 
was roiling gunwale under. shipping 
big green seas continually, and as she 
dived into the waters her propellor could 
now and then bo seen through the cloude 
of spray. None on shore believed that 
the vessel could thread her way through 
the cluster of ships and wreckage with 
safety, but Lieut.-Commnnder Wilkin, 
who has already earned the D. S. O., 
succeeded in dodging the wreckage. 

The editor of the Hongkong Tress, 
who watched the rescue, says he could 
not see for spume and thick spray how 
the whole of the crew of the Sandpiper, 
with one exception, were safely got on 
board the Otter before the other gun- 
boat foundered, but the work of rescue 
was accomplished, and the Otter steam- 
ed into the mist like a long white ghost. 
The drowned man was Bedford, an A.B. 
The rescue was most plucky, as had it 
not been for most skilful seamanship, 
both Otter and Sandpiper would have 
been lost. The large throe-masted 
American ship Benjamin Sewell dragged 
her anchors and went ashore opposite 
the arsenal yard in the height of the 
storm. Fortunately, though, she was 
Lodged off when the wind changed, and

although damaged considerably, will not 
prove a wreck. 

The dredger Canton River turned tur- 
tle and drifted down the river. A mini 
ber of 'Chinese found safety by clinging 
to the upturned hull. Twenty or more 
sjient the night on the vessel nnd were 
rescued with difficulty on the following 
morning by the sailors of H. M. S. Ta- 
mar and Astrea. In the loss of tho 
dredger, which cost £10,000, fifty men 
were engulfed, but all managed to get on 
to the keel of the vessel, and but one, 
II. Mcllroy, was drowned. They suf- 
fered great hardships, though, in their all 
night drift on the upturned dredger be- 
fore the plucky bluejackets readied them 
in two whalers. Capt. 'Scott, of the 
dredger, says that when they were res- 
cued the men had given up hope, and 
had just said good-bye to each other. 

The buildings destroyed numbered 
thousands, and in many there were mini 
hers crushed to death, godowns wero 
swept away, telegraph poles torn up and 
lamp posts bent— the terrible destruction 
cannot, properly be described. There 
was too much. Incidents of plucky res- 
cues by 'British, American, Portuguese 
and others were, too. also too frequent to 
bo till noted, and the awful devastation 
can bettor be imagined than described, 
There were miles of wreck-littered 
beaches, with crafts ground to match- 
wood and bodies of unburied dead lying 
for miles along.

111 Welcoming Admiral Bickford to 
Ibis station, Victoria people will be 
pleased to find in him an old friend. The 
story is one for old-timers alone. It was 
a quarter of a century ago, and the 
Qpeeu City of the British Coast was 
then restless under the new ties of con- 
federation, when, in 1S72, he was on 
the EJsquimalt station as first officer in 
II. M. S. Nemesis. Since then he has 
served on various stations, in all climes, 
where flics the Union Jack, and the 
numerous successes and distinctions won 
in his long career give every promise, 
that while this is the first station that 
sees his admiral's ling, it is but one ot 
ether steps still higher in the Empire 
of the Seas. 

Admiral Bickford's last appointment 
was a charge at Shecrncss, on the 

bames, previous to which he had tint 
licet reserve at Portsmouth, since leiiv- 
:ig the command of the line-of-battlo 
hip II. M. IS. Resolution, of the Cban- 
ie! squadron. Thus many of the re- 
cent years have been spent about the 
Empire's heart, where he also bad the 
distinguished honor for three years and 
n, half of serving Her Most Uracious 
Majesty as an aide-de-camp. 

Hailing from Devonshire, the United 
States civil war saw him on the station 
at tlie eastern side of Canada, during 
the da.Vvs when some slight tension exist- 
ed between Great Britain and the United 
States. As a midshipman on the frigate 
Liffey, lie had the opportunity of watch- 
jug Earragiif's naval operations down 
on the Mississippi, when railway rails 
formed the armor of the day and won 
for the Northern States that signal vic- 
tory over the Confederates. 

Six years later and he was stationed 
out here, and saw all sorts of service. 
It was on his ship, the Nemesis, that 
Lord Dufferin, when making bis famous 
visit to tlie Pacific province, a visit pro- 
lific witli such happy results all around, 
was a guest, and made the trip north- 
ward to tlie islands and glaciers of, 
the Alaskan and British Columbian 
coasts. A few months later tho Nemesis 
found other entertainment off South 
America. Peru was undergoing one of 
her periodical revolutions, and the rebel 
captain of tlie warship Huascnr so far 
forgot himself as to offer indignity to the 
three-crossed flag. Admiral de Horsey, 
then on the station and flying Ids Hag 
aboard H. M. S. Shah, with the Nemes- 
is, overhauled the Huascnr and made a 
good light. His ships were out-dated, 
however, by the Peruvian. Both were 
uunrmored, while the latter possessed' 
that modern requirement. Both, too, had 
numerous small guns, while the Peru- 
vian was up to the times witli a few big 
OLes. The fight was keenly contested 
on either side, bat beyond demonstrating 
the superiority of the more modern 
equipment, had but little result. The 
Huascar, some time afterwards, sur- 
rendered to ber own people without a 
shot. 

In Eastern seas,, Admiral Bickford 
won his distinction' of C. M. G. This 
was the reward of diplomacy rather than 
of blood, the occasion being that of tho 
rescue of the crew of the British ship 
'Nicero. Wrecked at Acheen, in Suma- 
tra, her crew wero made prisoners by 
the natives and held as captives by these 
Mnlay people for 18 months. Under 
Hutch protectorate, they heeded not the 
Hutch commands to open the prison, 
doors, though two Dutch expeditions vi-t- 
ited Acheen to accomplish this end, but 
all in vain. Through negotiations be- 
tween Great Britain and Holland, it 



was arranged that a British force should 
be sent and Capt. Bigkford had the sat- 
isfaction of returning from this mission 
with 25' rescued captives on his ship, and 
in saving life rather than by ending it, 
obtained, his well won distinction. 

Afterwards in Chinese, Australian, 
Egyptian and Sanionn stations, it was 
to him that at tho latter island Matnafa, 
the old disturber of the peace, surren- 
dered first. 

With Admiral Bickford comes a staff 
of four ollicers. Of these Elag Capt. 
Keppel, son of the oldest British admiral 
living to-day, Sir Henry Keppel, now ii» 
his 01st jciir, has already won distinc- 
tion, having received the honor of C.B. 
In tho Egyptian campaign of 1SS5 he 
again served there two years ago and 
had command of Lord Kitchener's little 
fleet of gunboats, that cleared the road 
buck to Khartoum. 

His brilliant conduct on this occasion 
was recognized at once by tlie authorit- 
ies, and its reward was not slow in com- 
ing. 

Tlu party arrived last evening from 
Vancouver, having come down by tho 
Charmer, rather than by~H. M. S, Phae- 
ton, that had gone up to Vancouver to 
meet them. Though much delayed on the 
Atlantic by a series of no less than four 
breakdowns to the machinery of the 
Allan liner Parisian, they made the trip 
from England here in three weeks' time. 

In addition to Flag .Capt. Keppel. Ad- 
miral Biekford's party is made up of Mr. 
Ft. Clutton Baker, secretary. Elag Lieut. 
G. V. Knox, and Messrs. M. It. Hodder 
and II. W. Woodward, assistant pay- 
masters. They were met at the C. I*. N\ 
wharf by several of the officers of the 
station, and proceeded at once to the 
Driard hotel. To-morrow the long trip 
out from England to Esquimau will be 
completed.
